Publicly cited and commended 
for his endeavors in behalf of 
the National Policemen, DeGrazia 
is pleased but humble. Looking 
into the background of this man, 
we find similar episodes and 
events having taken place; but, 
how did it all start? 

From student, to concert artist- 
composer, to teacher - these are 
the milestones, to date, that mark 
the career of Dominic DeGrazia,

GAS STATION HEARING 


A hearing, for a gas station in 
North Wilmington, heard by the 
Selectmen Tuesday evening, had 
over 30 people in attendance. 

The proposed gas station is for 
361 Middlesex Avenue, on property 
owned by James Fiorenza, and is 
the site of the former Dukus home. 

The hearing lasted over an hour 
and was conducted by acting chair- 
man Rene LaRivee in the absence 
of Mrs, Drew. Joseph Courtney, 
attorney for the applicant, felt that 
a service station inthis area, which 
is already zoned industrially would 
be more attractive than many bus~ 
inesses which would be allowed un- 
der the gxisting zoning, and that 
there are no existing uses in the 
area which would be incompatible 
with a service station. 

Mr. Courtney showed plans and 
a sketch of the proposed station 
which was of ranch style design 
and contained three service bays, 
He felt that the area has a large 
amount of transient traffic, and 
that even though there is another 
gasoline station in the immediate 
area, the area is growing rapidly 
enough to justify a second station. 

Courtney stated that he realized 
there was a need to limit the num- 
ber of gas stations in the town 
but felt that in many cases com- 
petition is beneficial and that there 
is need for another station in this 
area, 

At the close of Courtney’s pre- 
sentation, abuttors who were pre- 
sent spoke in opposition, Charles 
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Green pointed out that the Board 
of Selectmen has turned down many 
similar applications for service 
stations in the past year. He also 
wondered if a gasoline station 
would increase the fire insurance 
rate for the surrounding area, 
Representatives of Shell Oil Co. 
who were present assured him 
that it would have no effect on 
insurance rates because ofalready 
existing industrial properties in 
the area. 

David Anderson of Park Street 
felt that there is not enough tran- 
sient traffic in the area to support 
another gas station and that the 
present station would suffer from 
competition. 

Robert Connors of Lawrence St. 
questioned whether the granting of 
this permit would open the door 
to a flood of service stations in 
the town, and was assured by Mr, 
LaRivee that this could not happen 
because every application for a gas 
station permit must be processed 
in a similar manner, 

Attorney James Banda, who 
made it clear that he was not 
representing anyone but himself, 
felt that the area was generally 
set for neighborhood business use 
and was opposed to another gas 
station because he was afraid of 
another ‘gasoline alley’ such as 
exists on Main Street. He pointed 
out added danger to children walk- 
ing to school, Banda stated that 
it has been the policy of the town 
to ‘put the brakes on gas stations’ 
and felt that approval of this per- 
mit could present problems in the
